WASHINGTON, June 7—Congress 
ended its six m onths’ session tonight 
in an atmosphere of controversy and 
turmoil characteristic of the bitter 
dissention which has marked its pro­ 
ceedings from the start. 
W estern senators and represento- 
tives in the final hours of the session 
fought and lost a desperate fight for 
legislation to relieve the farmer and 
to reform the reclamation policy of 
the government. 
Many other

including 
the bill authorizing construction of 
eight new* cruisers and 
moderniza­ 
tion of battle-skips, and the defici­ 
ency 
appropriation 
bill, 
carrying 
funds 
to 
begin 
operation of 
the 
bonus law* and for many other pur­ 
poses, failed in the final crush of 
legislation when the session ended 
automatically at 7 p. rn. 
Deficiency Bill Not Passed 
Not only did the deficiency bill go 
down in defeat in the race against 
time, but a special resolution passed 
In the last five 
minutes 
by 
the 
houee to make the bonus appropria­ 
tion available regardless, was lost in 
the senate. 
Republican 
leaders declared that, 
only a special session 
of 
congress 
could provide the necessary funds 
for the initial costs of the compen­ 
sation measure.

blocked at the last minute by Sena­ 
tor Pittman, democrat, Nevada, be­ 
cause of the omission of a reclama­ 
tion appropriation proposed by him, 
and action on the emergency bonus 
resolution was 
prevented by objec­ 
tions by Senators Borah, republican, 
Idaho, and King, democrat, Utah. 
Among the mourners over the un­ 
usually painful demise of the session 
was the senate Daugherty committee 
whose plans to resume sessions in 
mid-summer 
w’ent 
awry 
because 
Chairman Brookhart failed to obtain 
opportunity to call up an authorizing 
resolution drafted for that purpose. 
Postal Bill Vetoed 
The postal salaries 
increase 
bill 
passed by both senate and house by 
almost unanimous votes, also went 
by the board when President Cool­ 
idge vetoed it on the ground that it 
was “extravagant.” 
No effort to call 
jt up for repassage was made in the 
short time remaining. 
A renewal of the Teapot Dome de­

Fontana to secure approval of the 
majority report of the oil committee, 
tied up business at that end of the 
capitol most of the afternoon. 
The house cleaned up many minor 
bills but spent most of the day quar­

minutes of the session remaining, 
he took the floor

business. 
The specific action of the house 
to w’hich Senator Pittman took ex­ 
ception was the elimation of an ap­ 
propriation for the Spanish Springs 
irrigation project in Nevada. 
Launching a vigorous attack on 
the appropriations committee, Sen­ 
ator Pittman declared it had not 
hesitated to include “at this last 
minute appropriations of more than 
one 
million 
dollars each 
for two 
projects in Utah which the reclama­ 
tion bureau had refused to recom­ 
mend, and for w’hich 
no estimate 
had been made by the budget.” 
“You ask me to swallow’ that”, 
he said to Senators who tried to

CHURCH BE LAID TODAY 
(Continued from page one.)

The First Baptist Church was or­ 
ganized on the 20th day of October, 
1865. 
The Rev. E. J. Hiscox, D. D. 
of New York City, who was the 
general superintendent of the Home 
Mission Society work in the west 
of the Baptist Home Mission So­ 
ciety of New York City, caused the 
Rev. E. T. Brown to call a meeting 
of all of the baptists in Sedalia who 
desired to organize themselves into

the First Baptist Church has to its 
credit, is largely due to the work 
and influence of Dr. Fuller during
